The Morning Past recently. Te 
produced some hitherto us- 
published letters written by tha 
former Kaiser when he was 
Prince Wilhelm of Prussia to 
Czar Alexander of Russia, father 
of ‘the ill-fated Nicholas, Thase 
tetters. which, the Moraiag fast 
explained, would be ‘issued in 
Moscow by the Soviet Gavern- 
ment, contain many .anti-English 
referances, In a letter written to 
the Czsron May 25,1884, at the 
time ‘of Prince Wiihelm's first 
visit to Moscow, the Prince 
wrote, among other things: - 

“I only beg of you a single 
favour: Beware of your English 
‘uncles. Do not allow yourself to 
be intimidated by things you may 
‘bear from my father. You know 
him; he lover to ba contrary, and 
be is entirely in the hands of my 
mother, who in her turo is guided 
by the Queen of England, and 
she makes him see everything 
through ce” englinhe — Uville 
(spectacles). I can‘assure you 
‘that the Kaiser, Prince Bismarck 
and I ara entirely in agreement. 
and that I will never cease to 
consider as my supreme duty the 
consolidation and support every- 
where of the Dreikaiserbund. 


Thia {8 the triangular bastion 
which is called upon ta defend 
monarchy and Europe against 
the tide of anarchy and this is 
what England teare more than 
anythiog in the world.” 


Oa his return to Germany the 
Prince sent 2# letter to the 
Emperor, dated June 19, 1884, in 
which the Prince complains 

‘of having - beeo coldly received 
by his parents. He. mentions 
a conversation which he had with 
his father, whom he accused of 

“abusing the Russian govern- 
ment in the most incredible way 

for what he called the ‘infamous 
treatment of this ‘excellent’ 
prince.” (The Prince of Bul- 
garias.) 

Prince Wilhelm added that his

“ Our Crown Colonies" was the 
subject of a lecture recently before 
the Bristol Branch, Royal Colonial 
Tostitute by Mr. C. M. MoInnes, 
of Bristal University. 

Nr. A. Carnegie Rosa, who has 
spent the greater part of his ifs 
in the Consular Service, presided, 
He asked if the people at homa 
were suffictontly interested in the 
Empire overseas? Did they 
reatize that to s very large degres 
the continuanco of the prosperity 
of British Colonies depended upon 
the votes of the home country ? 

Mr. McInnes said hoe desired to 
epeak more particularly about tha 
importance of the dependent part 
of the British Empire. While the 
people of the [United Kingdom 
had shown.an intelligent interest 
in the conatitutional and economic 
development of the Dominions, 
and while they had shown 
sensitive interest in the welfare 
and government of India littl 
attention had been paid to the 
administration and fortunes of the 
vast dependencies of the Crown 
Colonies. Mfr. MeTnnes spoke of 
tbe importance of some of- these 
colonies to Bristol, of Borneo, 
Nyassaland, Nigeria, Fiji, 
Trinidad, Ceylon, the Straits 
Settlements, acd others. Referr- 
ing especially to Africa, he traced 
briefly the colonization in this 
vest cowntrs, and described the 
method ot government, through 
the native Chiefs. The principle 
behind that government, he said, 
was the preservation of native 

institutions, because they. were 
best suited to the natives them- 
selves. He spoke next of the 
romance of British rulein Malaya: 
‘of the extraordinary progress of 
the people and the prosperity of 
the people, which had led to the 
presentation to the 
Government of a battleship and 
su.stantial halp curing the war.

_ BUILDING COSTS. 


Bound up with the question of 


‘tadequate dwelling-house accom- 


modation, and the constant 
outcry against high rents, is that 
of. building costs. The prices 
paid for materials and for labour 
have soared considerably since! 
the war. One factor operating 
towards this result has been the 
actua] shortage of material and 
of machinery owing to war-time 
disorganisation; another hasbeen 
the increased cost of living, re- 
sulting in the demand for higher: 
wages by builders’ workmen; and 
finally there has been, the actual 
profiteering by contractors owing 
to the big demand for houses 
following the slackness of the 
war years. .To what extent pro- 
fiteering bas affected: building 
costs—and ‘eventually rente—in 
Hongkong is for the present com- 
mission of enquiry to discover. 
It is interesting, in, this connec- 
tion, to study the conditions in 
other parts of the world, and note 
the conclusions arrived at by

About four. years ago a Straits 
Settlements housing commission 
sat, took evidence, aud made re- 
commendations—and there, ap- 
parently, the matter ended, so 
far as the general public were 
concerned. In the course of that 
enquiry, the expert evidence 
disclosed the existence of a 
Chinese contractors’ “ring,” and 
the wasteful methods of dealing 
with timber were also. drawn 
attention to. It was ‘pointed out 


_ | that, owing to the absence of any! 


pretence ‘at standardisation, 
planks and beams were supplied 
in all manner of lengths end 
thicknesses, and were sawn to 
the required dimensions on the 
building site itself, with conse- 
quent grave wastage. . i 
In view of the above dis- 
closures, it appears to us im- 
possible to think that Hongkong 
eso ba free from similar .in- 
fluences, operating in the -end 
towards higher building charges 
aad higher rents. We lock to 
thacommission nowiovestigating 
ithe subject to probe all. such’ 
questions thoroughly. Incident- 
ally, we in Hongkong can con- 
gratulate ourselves on the 
Knowledge that the recommend- 
stions of the commission will 
teceive the local. Goverament’s 
earnest consideration, and prompt 
ection where necessary, for in 
this we have repeatedly been able 
to set an example to other 
Crown Colonies. .

Sir—I read with interest in 
your jssua of yesterday a dea- 
oription of the memorjal in course 
of erection in Statute Square by 
the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Bank in memory of those of its 
ataff who made the great sacrifice. 

Ie thus honouring its dead, the 
Bank is doing itself honour, for 
the: credit of an institution is 
made or marred by its staff, 
and surely uo better evidence 
of the right - spirit could 
be found than the record of the 
Memorial. If forty-two gave 
their allin the Great War, maoy 
more must have served and come 
through. 

“E foal: certain that the only], 
motive underlying the erection 
of this Memorial was « desire. to 
pay tribute, and that no udwerthy 
idea of self-glorification’ ever 
entered the heads of those 
responsible. It therefore seems 
unfortanate that tha wording 
“In memory of the men... ... 
whose lives wero giver,” 
should not have been “In 
memory ofthemen . . . who 
gavo their lives", for no-one who 
bas been any length of tinte in 
tho East can be unawara of the 
proprietorial attituda assumed to- 
wards their staff by -some patty- 
minded employers — e& ‘charge 
which cannot justly be brought 
againat the Hoogkong and Shang- 
hai Bank, but to which they 
unwittingly lay themselves open 
by the wording of the inscription 
on their Memorial.
